Lobos Probable Underdogs to 


Panthers in Big Game on Thursday 


Climaxing one of their most successful seasons in history, the Lobos 


Cold-Wind-Snow Fail to Halt 
Crabb-Guilford in Tight Tilt 


Porterville College Stadium, Nov. 15. Claude Crabb and Larry Guil- 
ford led the Lobos through snow, hail, and a bitter cold wind to victory 
in a high scoring contest here tonight, witnessed by a sparce crowd kept 
at home by the weather. The Wolfpack won 38-29, fairly easily, despite 
a three-touchdown effort by the Pirates Jim Boyett. 

The game turned into a defensive battle in the second half after the 
Lobos led 30-21 at the midway point. Crabb drove the Buccaneers dizzy 
with his passing as he hit on 7 out of 13 for 181 yards and two touchdowns, 
and rushed for 58 yards, including a one yard touchdown sneak. Guilford 
took both of Claude’s TD pitches covering 48 and 40 yards, and also 
caught three short passes from Crabb for important two-point conver- 
sions. 

Rich Kelton and Ted Smith scored the Lobos other six-pointers on 
long runs as the Monterey offense opened up after spotting the Pirates 
seven points in the first minutes of action. 

Three plays after the Lobos had seemingly stopped a Pirate drive on 
the MPC 29, Ronnie Bluhm picked off a Crabb pass on the Monterey 46 
and returned it to the 14. Jerry Crawford took a pitchout and raced 
around right end for the score and Jim Ladd added the extra point by 
placekick and the Pirates led 7-0 with 10:31 seconds remaining in the first 
period. 

The Lobos went the distance in eight plays after the kickoff with 
Rich Kelton going the last 26 over his right tackle. The key play in the 
play drive was a 30 yard pass from 
Crabb to Jerry Colletto before 
Tom Chapman sprung Kelton 
loose with a solid block. Crabb 


will invade Salinas next Thursday for the traditional battle with the 
Panthers of Hartnell in Monterey Bay’s version of the Big Game. The 
Panthers, depending on the outcome of the Fresno game, might be slight 
favorites in this Turkey Day classic at the Salinas Union High School 
Stadium. Kickoff time is set for 12 o’clock noon. 

Hartnell, up to this point, has rolled over seven straight opponents 
and will be seeking a bid to the Little Rose Bowl if it can get by it’s 
last two games unscathed. The Lobos have lost only to San Jose City 
College in eight games and have an outside chance at a bowl bid of some 
sorts if they can upset the Panthers. 

Hartnell is led by a big strong line, anchored by Bob Harrison, and 
a solid backfield centered around Bob Cabanyog and Jim Stireman. The 
Soa as a whole, has rolled for 2379 yards and 230 points in seven games 
so far. 

The Lobos will rely on a strong middle line and the spectacular play 
of Claude Crabb, Larry Guilford, Ted Smith, and Hal Lopez. Monterey 
has rolled for 2469 total yards, 1251 of these by Crabb, and 221 points in 
eight games. 

The scribes are generally in 
agreement that the Panthers are 
the stronger team, but George 
Porter’s charges will be out to 
prove most of the sports writers 
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from LSU over Tulane. .
